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Let me introduce you to Raphael Canizares. This 
Allentown resident has earned an exceptional 
reputation as a highly gifted sculptor, and brave 
activist for the local gay and lesbian community. His 
work has been seen throughout the Lehigh Valley and 
throughout the country in numerous one-man shows 
and gallery exhibitions. 

Both his art and his activism have led Canizares to 
achieve great success in letting his spirit inspire and 
motivate all that come in contact with him. Influenced 
by the struggles he has endured while intrinsically 
exploring the societal conflicts of his sexual identity 
and the demands of his religion, he finds solace and 
peace in clay. His hands are mere tools that are 
utilized to create the ideas and feelings that are 
evolving within his spirit. The clay is an ever 
changing material that becomes a message, an 
expression, and an experiment. For Canizares, the 
clay is an instrument that allows him to make a statement about the man he was, the man he is, 
and the man he wants to be. Clay molds the artist's feelings as the artist molds the clay. Both 
realize that they rely on each other for their existence. 

His sculptures symbolize what the artist is. Canizares is a contradiction. He is what they said 
he couldn't be. He was taught that similar genders don't belong together, and that men have a 
specific blueprint in society’s eyes. Gender is stated not explored. Exploration is for land. It is 
not for a soul, or for sexuality. This led to an exploration of his gender role and societal 
expectations. While on his journey. Canizares began utilizing his hands to express his heart 
and soul. 

Canizares' hands create the sculptures that allow him to 
socially, emotionally, and spiritually react to his feelings. 

“My heart is responding to my eyes,” states Canizares. “My 
struggles are released through my spirit, which speaks to my 
hands.” As he proudly presents his work to me, I realize that 
each piece has its own story. “This piece is a statement to my 
interpretation of my environment,” he explains. 

The incredible sculptures that are formed by Canizares' hands make the space they fill in this 
world a little less structured, and just a little more friendly and comforting. Each piece is full of 
one man's lifetime of dreams, hopes, and aspirations of a world that allows us to live as we are 
and not as we are expected to be.

Gaydar has roots from a generation ago. It began around 1978 when several gay and lesbian activists requested that 
the Allentown City Council consider local legislation that would protect gay and lesbian people from employment dis¬ 
crimination. Some of the people on City Council were so anti-gay and homophobic; they demanded the names of all the 
people asking for their rights. The Council, in clear violation of these citizens' right to free speech and right to redress of 
grievance, refused to allow these people to speak at all during a city council meeting. In protest the gay and lesbian 
activists sat in the front row of the audience with their mouths taped shut. In addition, they staged a "Coming out" 
demonstration. They erected a door frame on the sidewalk in front of City Hall and ceremoniously passed out through 
the door. The Local Newspaper, the Morning Call, covered the events. 

During the same period, Lehigh Homosexuals (LEHIHO) and "The Lambda Center," the first gay community center 
in Allentown was formed. They conducted presentations for the benefit of gay men and lesbians and held regular meet¬ 
ings. This was the first real effort in the Lehigh Valley to organize and create a sense of community for gay men and les¬ 
bians in the Lehigh Valley. The Lambda Center went on for several years. When the AIDS epidemic started to take the 
lives of gay men in the Lehigh Valley, the Lambda Center decided to convert into a center for AIDS support. 

Through the 80's and 90's, a number of AIDS support organizations were formed; Fighting AIDS Continuously 
Together (F.A.C.T.), AIDS Outreach, Inc, AIDS Services Center (the former Lambda Center), as well as AIDS Walk. 

In the early 90's the first Pride Festival took place. The Metropolitan Community Church of the Lehigh Valley began 
during this time. These community organizations were followed by more socially and artistically focused organizations, 
the Gay and Lesbian Organization of Reading and Allentown (GLORA), Gay and Lesbian Organized Sports Society 
(GLOSS), Gay Men's Chorus, A Chorus Celebrating Women (ACCO), and Renaissance (a Transgender support organi¬ 
zation). On the political front, the Lehigh Valley Chapter of the Pennsylvania Gay and Lesbian Alliance (PA-GALA) 
was followed by the first publication supporting and covering gay community activities in the Lehigh Valley region, the 
Valley Free Press. PFLAG (Parents, Friends & Family of Lesbians and Gays) and HAVEN a support group for GLBT 
youth were also formed during these years. 

In early 2002, in the wake of 9-11, I decided to make a concerted effort to come out of my own closet. My closet of 
major depression. One of the first activities I did to get myself socially active again, was to attend a local PFLAG meet¬ 
ing. Soon I became actively involved in the Allentown petition fight of that summer. A small group of radical religious 
"family value" zealots were attempting to overturn the new human rights ordinance through a petition referendum that 
would have put the issue of sexual orientation and gender identity to a popular vote. Their petition effort subsequently 
failed. What is interesting is what I was told later about my first visit to that PFLAG meeting. There was suspicion that 
I might be a plant or a ispyi from this anti-gay group. Guess PFLAG's allydar was out of whack that night. Or maybe 
I've just become more proud and out in my gay hetness, as our publisher calls it. 

I never realized how subtle and imbedded the consequences of repressiveness are on GLBT people in our society. 

This kind of untrusting, fearfulness from members of the GLBT community affected me deeply. I really cared about their 
struggles. During that summer of reinitiating into the gay community, I recognized many social, educational, and sup¬ 
portive needs, especially, the needs for social services. 

In the fall I returned to Lehigh to finish my undergraduate degree in Psychology. The Sociology research class I took 
required a group research project. Consequently, I decided I might do something related to group dynamics within the 
gay community, since I was also taking a course in the Psychology of group prejudice and stereotyping. Out of that 
research project, a study on Gender Identity, I met many wonderful people at the Metropolitan Community Church of 
the Lehigh Valley, as well as several people in the transgender community. All the sharing by these people had a dynam¬ 
ic impact on the reawakening of my inner passion for social justice in the world. The following semester I took a course 
in Non Profit Management and conducted a research project which included the history of gay activism in the Lehigh 
Valley, as well as the writing of by laws that would eventually become the blueprint for the newly formed Diversity 
Network. 

From these studies, I concluded that a method for investigating the needs and opportunities within Eastern 
Pennsylvania might be served through a cooperative effort at the MCC of the Lehigh Valley as part of my Masters pro¬ 
gram at Lehigh. With support from many church members over the course of the next year, we did a needs assessment, 
discussed opportunities, and worked towards a dream of a community organization that would serve the GLBT commu¬ 
nity. A dream that still existed from those days back in the 70's but had been temporarily side tracked in the 80's and 
90's. I attended a Faith Based Conference, some of us met with PERSAD in Pittsburgh, the second oldest GLBT social 
service agency in the country, and the William Way Center in Philadelphia. Both PERSAD and William Way had their 
roots in Hotline services. Shared ideas from all of these sources, I am happy to say has resulted in the GLBT Info Line 
under the newly created Diversity Network. 

Gaydar and the new Diversity Network, therefore, are the result of years of human, social, political, and community 
effort by many pioneers, who struggled for justice and social change. I am proud to have carried that torch at one point 
in the growing local societal transformation. As part of any new organization, it is important to recognize those who 
have come before us. As we all move forward it is even more important that we come together and support these newly 
formed organizations and publications. It is the culmination of years of hard work by many nameless, faceless activists 
and visionaries, who put their lives on the line for us and future generations.

I settled on a 
conservative pantsuit trying to look as professional as possible. Most of these guys have gone on to become very successful 
businessmen, doctors, lawyers and even a judge. Rock has achieved his lifelong goal and is happily driving a tractor-trailer around 
the country. Something he wanted since childhood. 


I arrived at the college and being homecoming weekend it was a very busy place. There were several hundred people at this event 
to support the six inductees. About forty football players of that era were there to congratulate coach. I could not feel my legs 
move as I walked into the room. I could feel my heart beating loudly as recognition of faces known long ago began to emerge. One 
by one they came over, gathered around and old friendships were renewed. My nervousness melted away. The Rock was there and 
embraced me in a big bear hug. I sat at dinner with some of my closest of old friends, the coach and his wife and son. The coach, to 
his credit is still coaching in his 70’s at a college in Maine. When the coach was called to the stage he eventually asked all of his 
old players present that evening to stand.
